And where was that? 

A 

Washington, D.C. 

Q 

And when in 2015? 

A 

Fall of 2015. 

Q 

And how about 2017? When was that? 

A 

I believe it was spring. 

Q 

So that's after your wife had your 


daughter; right? 


A 

Correct. 

Q 

And it's after your affair with 


A.J. Delgado? 
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A Correct. 

Q And it's after you and your wife 

decided to try and make things work? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you been to a massage parlor in 

2017 or 2018? 

A 2018, yes. 

Q In 2018. When was that? 

A A couple of months ago. New York. 

Q So a couple of months ago probably was 

2019; right? Or did you mean 2018?

Q 

When did you go to a strip club in New 


York City?

2016. 

Q 

What strip club?

Flash Dancers. 

Q 

Who did you go to that with? 

A 

Kaelan Dorr. 

Q 

How many times have you been to 


FlashDancers? 


A 

I believe it was once in 2016 and I had 

gone, I

Did you get lap dances any of those 


times?

BY MS. BOLGER: 

Q Can you please look at Exhibit 12? 

(J. Miller Deposition Exhibit 12 was 
marked for identification and attached to the 
transcript.) 

BY MS. BOLGER: 

Q All right. Here's Exhibit 12. This is 

a series of three tweets. The first one is from 
Mr. Ali dated September 22nd. Jason is referring 
to me in this tweet. I have not disproven such 
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claims and to say so is inaccurate. The only way 
to disprove such a claim is to definitely prove 
that Jason was not in the state of Florida during 
that time period. 

Then you flip to the next page, which 
is tweet two, he says, it -- it is, indeed, 
accurate that I spoke to two women in Florida who 
made claims similar to the ones listed in 
Ms. Delgado's filing. 

Do you see that, Mr. Miller? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you believe that the phrase "it is 

indeed accurate that Mr. Ali spoke to two women in 
Florida who made claims similar to the ones listed 
in Ms. Delgado's filing" is false? 

A I think the impression that Ali is 

trying to give here is that he spoke with 
two . . . 

Q Two women in Florida? 

A Two women in Florida that I physically 

harmed or injured when in reality we know that 
Jane Doe denied the story or knowing me or 
anything, and I would suspect that the two women 
that he spoke with were A.J. Delgado and her 
sister Alina. 
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no pending question, Mr. Miller, so you may not 
speak. 

My current pending question is it's -- 
the third tweet says, To be clear, for the people 
who have asked me, the two women I spoke to in 
Florida made these abuse claims against Mr. Miller 
which he denied to me directly. 

Do you see that? 

A Yes, and when -- 

Q Okay. And do those two women -- do 

you, again, think that those two women are a 
reference to Ms. Delgado and her sister? 

A Yes, because -- 

Q Okay.

THE VIDEOGRAPHER: We are back on the 
record at 5:50 p.m.

BY MS. BOLGER: 

Q Mr. Miller, why didn't you sue 

A.J. Delgado for defamation? 

A That -- I'd be talking about a 

privileged communication, I believe. 

Q Well, I mean, I was actually asking for 

your mental impressions. If -- if you've had no 
mental impressions related to this, unrelated to a 
conversation with your attorney, I guess it's 
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privileged. 

But I'm asking your thoughts. I'm not 
asking your attorneys' thoughts. 

MR. VOGT: Yeah, so if you can't answer 
that question without revealing the substance of 
communications with counsel, then you should not 
answer it. 

THE WITNESS: I believe I'd have to 
reveal privileged communications to give a 
complete answer. 

BY MS. BOLGER: 

Q Could you give me a partial answer 

without revealing communications? 

A I don't think that would be appropriate 

to give you a half answer on something so I -- 

Q You have to -- you have to tell me 

about nonprivileged information. It's not -- you 
don't get to determine that. That's just the 
rules, Mr. Miller. I don't make them. 

But my point is is there a 
nonprivileged reason you can give me why you 
didn't sue A.J. Delgado? 

MR. VOGT: Objection to form. 

But you can answer to the extent it 
does not call for you to reveal privileged 
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information. 

MS. BOLGER: Which it explicitly does 

not do. 

THE WITNESS: I would essentially be 
suing myself if I sued Ms. Delgado. 

BY MS. BOLGER:

BY MS. BOLGER: 

Q And no independent thinking on that 

one? 

A It would definitely fall into the 

conversations with counsel. 

Q And I want to talk to you about CNN. 
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So you were on CNN for a comment -- as 
a commentator for a period of time, and you were 
there largely to give the point of view of the 
presidential candidate Trump, President-elect 
Trump -- and then -- presidential candidate Trump 
and then President-elect Trump; is that right? 

A I was on as a supporter of the 

president's and someone who's familiar with -- 
familiar with his thinking and his team's 
thinking, yes. 

Q Okay. You have a nondisclosure 

agreement with the Trump campaign; correct? 

A Yes, there's an NDA that both myself 

and Ms. Delgado and everyone else who worked on 
the campaign signed. 

Q Okay. And you signed that 

nondisclosure agreement. It also has a 
nondisparagement clause; correct? 

A It does. 

Q Okay. And what does that clause 

prohibit you from doing? 

A I haven't read the exact language in a 

while, but -- 

MR. VOGT: Don't guess. If you don't 
know, you don't know. 
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it. 

And people ask, like, you know, is it 
true; did you know this woman; did you ever get to 
bottom of it or find out what happened. And, so, 
it's this big lingering cloud and it's just -- I 
don't understand why you guys won't take the story 
down. 

Q So somewhere I read -- and I confess I 

cannot remember where -- that Ms. Delgado made 
some effort to interfere with your relationship to 
CNN -- with CNN not related to the story. 

Is that -- is that accurate? 

MR. VOGT: Objection to form. 

MS. BOLGER: You're right. The 
question was bad, and I'm sorry. The problem is I 
know I read this in preparing for his deposition 
but I can't pinpoint in my mind exactly where it 
was. 

BY MS. BOLGER: 

Q I'll just ask you this question. Did 

Ms. Delgado ever attempt to interfere in your 
relationship with CNN apart from the supplement or 
the story contained therein? 

A Yes. 

Q Can you tell me about that? 
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A She would tweet at Jeff Zucker 

attacking him and others as well as various 
hosts -- show hosts asking why they were having me 
on, and -- and then she was routinely attacking me 
on social media regarding the NDA issue and saying 
when is CNN going to dump Jason Miller because of 
the NDA issue which, by the way, nobody left CNN 
because of the NDA issue. 

And, in fact, Christie Johnson who is 
one of my -- she was one of the two people who 
really helped me get in the door in the first 
place at CNN -- was Christie Johnson and Sam 
Feist. Christy told me that the NDA thing was 
basically all puffery, that nobody's status was at 
all in danger and that nothing would ever happen. 
They just feel like they have to go and say on the 
air that -- that we had signed it just to cover 
their -- cover their rear ends. 

Q Did you -- are you friends with Sam 

Feist? 

A Yes. 

Q And that relationship is longstanding; 

right? 

A I've known him for a decade, yes. 

Q How many followers do you have on 
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
